London, Aug. 1-L—Vleeount 

Bridgeman of Leigh, First Lord 
of the Admiralty from t»4 to 
• lit* and staunch advocate of 
Imperial naval security, died to¬ 
day at the age'of seventy-one. 

Aa W. C. Bridgeman before his ele¬ 
vation to the peerage, he was First 
Lord of the Admiralty during the sec¬ 
ond Baldwin government, and waa 
Britain's chief delegate to the abor¬ 
tive naval conference at Oeneva In 
12*7. He had quit office, with the 
defeat of the Conservatives in 1029. 
j before the London nasal conference. 

He sat in the House of Commons 
; contlnuoussy from 1006 to 1020 , hold- 
lng many important poets during that 
period. Hr was sleeted to the peerage 
In the latter year. Since 10*3 ha had 
I been chairman of the British Broad¬ 
casting Corporation. 

He waa a lord commissioner of the 
treasury In 1013- lg. assistant director 
of tbs war trade department and par¬ 
liamentary secretary to the minister 
of labor, before becoming aeeretary of 
mines In 1020. tn the first Baldwin 
government.

T HE LATEST "TEMPEST IN A TEA. 

pot'.’ to disturb iaiernalioual goodwill io being 
brewed over a cartoon in a "unari" American maga- 
kine. It it a good illustration of how a little thing, 
unimportant in itself, may sometimes weigh heavily in 
the delicate relations on which depend the friendship

The page of cirtoons was based on an old wheeze, 
which every high school and college editor has used 
•l one time or another—pictures of the impossible or 
unlikely, used to emphasize the actual. This page, 
•"titled. “Five highly unlikely historical situations by 
one who is sick of the same old headlines." showed 
Huey Long entering a monastery. Admiral Byrd win* 
tcring m Tahiti, J. P. Morgan delivering a soapbox 
•ration against capitalism. W. R. Hears! becoming 
ambassador lo Soviet Russia, and the Japanese em¬ 
peror getting the Nobel peace prize. 

It is a very old form of joke among comic artists, 
•o threadbare in America that no one could possibly 
be shocked by it or even very much amused. But the 
Japanese emperor, bemedaled and uniformed, is re¬ 
presented drawing a cart on which lies a ribboned 
scroll representing the Nobel prize. 

It waa not the implication that Emperor Hirohito is 
perhapa less peace-loving than a Quaker which drew 
Japanese resentment and brought Ambassador Saito 
rushing back to Washington from his vacation lo 
handle Japanese protests. It was the fact that Hirohito. 
believed by many of his subjects to be virtually a 
divinity, was shown at the menial task of pulling a 
carl. To pious Japanese, this is a gratuitous affront 
not to tha policies, but to the person, of the emperor. { 
Americans, naturally, cannot understand this at 
all. President Roosevelt and Mrs. Roosevelt have i 
been lampooned far worse by this same magazine. But i 
they understand American humor and American poli- i 
tical cartooning. They laughed whole-heartedly al 
such cartoons of themselves, and even asked to have 
the original drawings in some cates.
